GOVERNORS have resigned from 
Newmarket College in a dramatic 
week which saw the surprise de¬ 
parture of the college principal. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr left the col¬ 
lege unexpectedly on Wednesday 
after five years at the helm. He has 
been replaced by former deputy 
principal Nick Froy, who will take 
over interim leadership of the 
school in Exning Road. 

The News has learned three gov¬ 
ernors have also left the school this 
week, following Dr Cadwalladr’s 
departure. 

Newmarket College, which was 
placed into special measures in 
April, recently formed a partner¬ 
ship with Samuel Ward Academy, 
Haverhill, under the leadership of 
executive principal Howard Lay, 
who will continue in his role. 

Mr Froy said: “I can confirm that

Dr Bob Cadwalladr has left New¬ 
market College and three gover¬ 
nors have resigned. As a local au¬ 
thority school these matters are 
outside of my remit. 

“As Interim Head of School I am 
responsible for day-to-day lead¬ 
ership of the College and will be 
working with Executive Principal 


Howard Lay and the local author¬ 
ity to ensure that the College con¬ 
tinues its drive for improved out¬ 
comes for all the young people of 
Newmarket.” 

Under the new leadership team, 
the college is committed to three 
new shared priorities which are 
raising attainment, outstanding 
learning and effective leadership. 

Mr Froy said the school has also 
pledged to achieve a 15 per cent 
improvement in GCSE results and 
wants 60 per cent of all students 
to achieve 5A*-C grades (including 
English and Maths). 

He added: “Howard Lay, Princi¬ 
pal of Samuel Ward Academy, and 
I would like to thank Dr Cadwal¬ 
ladr for his efforts and leadership 
over the last five years. The staff, 
students and governors join us in 
wishing him well for the future.”

Tragic death of 
woman, 74, hit 
by her own car 


A PENSIONER died after 
being knocked down by her 
own car.

He was dragged a short dis¬ 
tance across the ground as it 
reversed, and needed stitches 
for a cut on his head. 

Police and paramedics 
went to the scene, at Emily 
Frost Close, but Mrs Tovey 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Mr Featherstone, a retired 
pub landlord, said he wished 
he had not gone to the win¬ 
dow and seen that his neigh¬ 
bour needed help. 

He said: “It’s really hit me 


now, mentally. I’m all aches 
and pains, but I’m over that. 
She’s not there anymore, I 
feel awful. 

“I lay there for 30 seconds 
afterwards and I was scared 
to move, thinking ‘am I para¬ 
plegic?’ 

“I was so lucky, if I’d gone 
the other way, the car would 
have gone over me.” 

Mr Featherstone was also 
treated for shock, as well 
as being left with cuts and 
bruises on his arms, legs and 
back.

Gardens, Severals, Moulton Heath and the two 
racecourses - it happens on all of these places. 


But it's the Yellow Brick Road thats the worst, the 
stench of the ditch is bad enough and then you 
have to walk past continuous fouled sites on the 
grass all the way from town to Studlands Park. 
What we need is Environmental Enforcement 
Officers to walk the streets and fine the pet 
owners there and then. 

Then perhaps they'd do in public the same as 
they do at home on their lawns - clear it up!

Let's all walk or cycle 

THE capacity problems of Newmarket are similar 
to those of the country as a whole. The area of 
the UK is about 100,000 square miles, that is 64 
million acres. The UK population is also about 
64 million. In theory we have an acre each. It 
would be unfortunate if one's acres was on, say, 
the A14 or at the peak of Ben Nevis. 

As a quart cannot be fitted into a pint pot (or 
two litres of fluid into a one litre container) the 
UK must have a maximum capacity - and so 
too Newmarket. Personally I prefer optimums - 
hitting a happy medium. 

The Cottager's Companion suggests that a family 
of four can grow their annual fruit and veg 
requirements on a quarter of an acre. Allowing 
half an acre for livestock leaves a quarter acre for 
housing and recreation. Unfortunately, perhaps, 
the terrain of the country and infrastructure of 
humans do not allow this simplistic approach. 

An unfortunate fact for isolationists is that the 
UK does not produce enough food for the 
population. We are not self sufficient. We could 
not currently survive without food supplies from 
Europe and elsewhere. In return we supply 
mostly services rather than manufactured goods. 
Possibly the only way we could become self 
sufficient is to adopt the Cottagers Companion 
model and become a nation of smallholders - 
not even shopkeepers. This would be a return 
to 1066 and all that - or even further back to the 
Stone Ages. Some days that might seem blissful. 
A friend of mine, born and raised in Cork, 
recently told me that it now takes 30 rather 
than 10 minutes to drive across town. He 
considered it a small inconvenience for the 
increased prosperity of the area. Of course, it 
would possibly be quicker at times to ride a bike 
or a horse or easier (and more environmentally 
friendly) to catch a bus or walk. 

I would not recommend the use of a horse 
to the residents of Cork or Newmarket but 
bussing, biking and walking, as proposed 
in the Newmarket Vision, may be the way 
forward. Biking and walking also have health 
benefits. Riding in Newmarket is best left to the 


professionals, the training grounds and the horse 
walks rather than the roads and streets. 

One last thing. In the News last Rachel Hood 
is quoted as saying "The reality is you can't 
train horses in an urban environment" ; best, I 
feel, not to say that in Chantilly, Maison Lafitte, 
Deauville, Toulouse, Lyon, Milan, Rome, 
Cologne, Berlin, Munich and sundry other 
places.

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Record £74m spent at 
auction in three days

A RECORD breaking £74million 
was spent over the three-day 
sale at Tattersalls last week. 

The prestigious Book 1 of the 
October sales broke the record 
for the most lucrative turnover 
at a European auction, with 339 
lots sold for 70,343,000 guineas. 

In a week of records, a Gali¬ 
leo colt was sold on Tuesday for 
3.6 million guineas, making it 
the most expensive yearling in 
European history. But the next 
day a new record was set by a 
filly which was sold for 5 million 
guineas (£5.25 million) to Sheikh 
Joaan Al-Thani, of Qatar. 

The filly, out of Alluring Park, 
also broke a world record for 
the most expensive yearling 


filly sold at auction. Nicholas 
de Watrigant, on behalf of the 
Sheikh’s A1 Shaqab racing said: 
“She is a magnificent specimen. 
We didn’t expect to pay that sort 
of price, but A1 Shaqab Racing is 


keen to invest.” 

Despite never having been in 
a race, she is the most expensive 
horse sold in European auction 
history, beating the existing re¬ 
cord which was set in 2006 by 


the mare Magical Romance at 
the Tattersalls December sale, 
which sold for 4.6 million guin¬ 
eas. 

The filly and the colt are both 
progeny of famous racehorse 
Galileo, who also sired Frankel. 

Jimmy George, marketing di¬ 
rector at Tattersalls, said: “It has 
been an exciting few days. There 
are some very high class year¬ 
lings this year. We look at more 
than 3,000 yearlings in the build 
up to the sales, trying to estab¬ 
lish which field is most appro¬ 
priate for all of them. The cream 
of the crop go into Book 1. We 
work hard and hope to attract 
the best buyers.” 

Book 2 of the October Sales 
started on Monday and will run 
until Friday, October 18. 


Factfile 

■ Tattersalls is the oldest 
bloodstock auctioneers in the 
world. Founded in 1766, it is 
also the largest in Europe. 

■ Tattersalls is one of just a 
few livestock auction houses in 
the world which still uses the 
guinea as a currency. A guinea 
is equivalent to around £1.05 
and traditionally an auctioneer 
would keep 5p. 

■ The highest price ever paid 
for a thoroughbred horse at 
auction was $16 million (or 
£9.1 million at the time) for 

a two-year-old colt at Calder 
Racecourse in Florida, in 2006. 

■ The most expensive horse 
sold at auction in Europe is the 
filly out of Alluring Park, sold at 
Tattersalls last Wednesday for 5 
million guineas. 

■ Yearling sales are for un¬ 
raced horses of either sex, aged 
between one and two years old. 

■ ‘Breeze up’ sales are held 
in the spring for two-year-olds 
in training, where buyers can 
watch the horses at the Rowley 
Mile before putting in a bid at 
Tattersall’s sales in April and 
May.

I HAVE to sit on my hands for the 
entire morning to avoid acciden¬ 
tally spending 600,000 guineas in 
my excitement. 

Seduced by the prospect of dra¬ 
ma, tension and big, big money, I 
arrive at Tattersalls on Thursday to 
catch the final day of Book 1 of the 
yearling sales. 

Although I don’t see anything 
like the astonishing purchases 
made on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
it is impossible not to feel a little 
awestruck sat in the parade ring as 
some of the richest people in the 
world come to blows through an 
understated series of gestures. 

But what exactly are they look¬ 
ing for before the bid? 

Trainer Hugo Palmer tells me: “If 
I am going to train these horses, I 
am going to have to get out of bed 
at 4.30am to spend hours with 
them so I have got to like them.” 


Palmer, who trains out of Krem¬ 
lin Cottage stables, in Snailwell 
Road, said: “I am trying to find an 
athlete. There are so many things 
people look for like straight legs 
but you want one that is built like 
an athlete, like you see in people. 
Then hopefully it is going to win 
races.” 

Auctioneer Philip Myerscough, 
has been working in the industry 
for 40 years and sold Tuesday’s re¬ 


cord breaking colt for 3.6 million 
guineas. 

He said: “You have to play each 
horse as you see it. You will know 
from the reaction of the crowd if 
there is going to be a lot of interest. 

“There is a feeling of anticipa¬ 
tion and the room gets really qui¬ 
et.” 

He added: “Part of the pleasure 
of my job is we get to deal with 
beautiful horses every day.”

Supt Terry Byford, po¬ 
licing commander for 
West Suffolk, said crime 
was down across Forest 
Heath but in the New¬ 
market area there was a 
problem with drug deal¬ 
ing. 

She said: “We are find¬ 
ing we are having Lon- 
don-based drug dealers 
who are coming into the 
county, particularly to 
Newmarket, and exploit¬ 
ing the vulnerable in our 
community.” 

Some residents ex¬ 
pressed concern about 


the night time economy 
in Newmarket but Insp 
Matt Rose said related 
crimes were often in sin¬ 
gle figures in a month 
and police would put on 
more patrols on payday 
weekends and race days 
to meet the need. 

He said: “A night out in 
Newmarket is safe. Supt 
Byford said she would be 
happy to have her chil¬ 
dren go out here.” 

However deputy may¬ 
or Rachel Hood disa¬ 
greed and said: “I take 
issue with the fact you 
are saying it is safe as I 
do not think it is safe at 
all and neither do many 


people who live here.” 

Another major con¬ 
cern for attendees polic¬ 
ing and road safety on 
the A14. 

Mr Passmore said: “It is 
totally unacceptable. 

“We need the sup¬ 
port from government 
to make sure we have all 
the support we can get to 
improve it in Suffolk.” 

Half of the audience 
said they felt fairly safe in 
the district while 38 per 
cent said they felt safe. 

Sixty five per cent of 
the attendees said they 
had not been victims of 
crime or anti social be¬ 
haviour in the last year. 


Crash 
victim has 
a lucky 
escape 

A WOMAN had a narrow 
escape after a car crash 
near Ely left her with a seri¬ 
ous leg injury. 

The 21-year-old woman 
from Lakenheath was in¬ 
volved in a crash on the 
A142, which caused long 
traffic delays in Ely on 
Thursday morning. 

Her partner said: “She’s 
thankfully OK, she’s already 
home and is just resting to¬ 
day. 

“She was trapped in the 
car and the fire brigade had 
to cut her out.” 

He added: “The police 
told her she could have 
died. 

“She injured her leg, but 
thankfully it wasn’t broken, 
but is quite badly bruised. 

“She was very, very 
lucky.” 

Initial reports stated 
there was a male casualty, 
but the News has since 
learned the injured person 
was the 21-year-old female. 

Three Cambridgeshire 
fire crews attended the 
scene and freed the injured 
woman from the Toyota 
using specialist cutting 
equipment.

mitted to improving educational attainment 
across the county and said it was “confident” 
the new leadership will improve Newmarket 
College’s standards.

Fire merger to go 


ahead by 2014 


PROPOSALS to merge two 
rural fire stations have 
been given the go ahead. 

Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough Fire Authority 
agreed at its meeting on 
Thursday to close Swaff- 
ham Bulbeck Fire Station 
and relocate the firefight¬ 
ers to join the existing crew 
in Burwell, once a new fire 
station has been built. 

A public consultation 
was held between May and 
July over the amalgama¬ 
tion plans which fire boss¬ 
es say will provide a better 
service. 88 per cent of the 
152 responses received 
were in favour of the amal¬ 
gamation, according to the 
fire service.

Chris Strickland, Deputy 
Chief Fire Officer, said: 
“Swaffham Bulbeck is no 
longer a viable fire sta¬ 
tion. The creation of one 
combined fire station has 
always been a long term 
plan as it is not feasible 
to bring either Swaffham 
or Burwell stations up to 
modern day standards, or 
to provide a proper practi¬ 
cal training facility.” 

He said: “Owing to the 
close proximity of the sta¬ 
tions, there is an opportu¬ 
nity to actively make this 
decision that will retain 
valuable members of staff. 
By pulling these two crews 


together, we are putting 
them in the best location 
to deliver a better service 
to the community.” 

The proposals were 
met with opposition by 
retained firefighters 
in Swaffham Bul¬ 
beck, who told the 
News they were 
concerned they 
would be over¬ 
looked as they 
live further from 
Burwell station. 

But Mr Strick¬ 
land said the five 
staff at Swaffham 
Bulbeck were eligible to 
transfer to the combined 
crew at Burwell. 

According to the fire ser¬ 


vice, one of the reasons 
for the Swaffham Bulbeck 
closure was the fire engine 
only attended 11 incidents 
between during 2012/13 
and four were false 
alarms. The rest of the 
incidents in the area 
were attended by 
other crews. 

Planning per¬ 
mission has 
already been 

granted to create 
a larger fire sta¬ 
tion with training 
facility, parking and 
community facilities 
at the land adjacent to the 
current Burwell Fire Sta¬ 
tion. Building work should 
begin in January.

A PIONEERING programme 
which has halved reoffending 
rates in Ipswich is to be rolled 
out across Suffolk. 

The ‘Challenge 4 Change’ 
programme, run jointly by 
police and Suffolk’s Youth Of¬ 
fending Service, has seen re¬ 
offending rates among young 
people involved in relatively 
minor offences drop to 9.7 per 
cent since April 2012, compare 
to reoffending rates were 24.5 
per cent. 

The extension has been 
funded by Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) Tim 
Passmore who said it was im¬ 
portant to ensure young peo¬ 
ple were not drawn into crimi¬ 
nal activity. 

Mr Passmore said: “I fully 
support this excellent initia¬ 
tive and am very pleased that 
I have been able to fund the 
extension of the programme 
across the county. 

“It is extremely important

that we help young people to 
avoid getting caught in the 
criminal justice system. 

“If the young people on this 
programme are made to real¬ 
ise the consequences of their 
actions for victims there is a 
real chance that they will turn 
their lives around.” 

Before young offenders 
would have been handed 
warnings but the new scheme 
encourages young people to 
address the fundemental caus¬ 
es of their behaviour. 


They will also be offered 
structured sessions, run by 
skilled case workers, which 
aim to make young people 
aware of the consequences of 
their actions and the effects of 
their behaviour on victims of 
crime. 

Stephen Toye, head of inte¬ 
grated youth support at Suffolk 
County Council and Suffolk’s 
Youth Offending Service, said: 
“We wanted a system in Suffolk 
which challenges young peo¬ 
ple and stops them offending, 
demands that parents are fully 
cooperating, invites victims to 
be involved if they want to and 
has all the professionals work¬ 
ing together with no delays.”

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Two years ago, Lee Gaskell 
was living in a tent - having 
lost his home, his partner 
and his daughter. To mark 
World Homeless Day, which 
falls this week, he tells Alice 
Ryan how he turned his life 
around. 


L IVING in a tiny tent, not a 
penny to his name, Lee 
Gaskell realised he’d hit rock 
bottom. After years of gambling 
away his wages - and seeking 
solace in drink - his relationship 
had crumbled. He’d lost his 
home, his partner - and his little 
girl. 

“It broke my heart, it really did,” 
says the 39-year-old. “I was very 
badly addicted to gambling, and 
it’s a terrible addiction. I was 
earning good money as a 
scaffolder - £500 a week - and all 


I’d go home with was pennies. 

“I was like a baby, to be honest. 
I’d come in, having lost it all, and 
cry. But when you’re in that frame 
of mind, when you’re trapped in 
that vicious circle, you just want 
to gamble again. It’s vile. That’s 
the only way I can describe it.” 

That was just over two years 
ago, and Lee’s life has now 
changed beyond recognition. The 
most he gambles is ‘the odd fiver 
on a football match: I love my 
football’ and he drinks only in 
moderation. 


A night porter at the YMCA, 
which offers a roof and support to 
young people in need, Lee loves 
his job. “I know what it’s like to be 
in a vulnerable position, to be 
homeless: I’ve been there, done it 
and got all the T-shirts, trust me. 
It’s nice to think I’m doing 
something to help.” 

He’s got a flat, a new girlfriend 
and, most importantly of all, a 
great relationship with daughter 
Olivia. Fishing a photo out of his 
pocket, he clearly dotes on the 
6-year-old: “She’s so beautiful. 


And she’s got lots of personality! 
She’s just amazing.” 

“Olivia was my motivation to 
change my life,” explains Lee. 
“Instead of seeking solace in the 
bookies or in a pint glass, she 
became my solace.” 

Lee shared his story to both 
raise awareness for World 
Homeless Day last weekand lend 
his support to Cambridge charity 
Wintercomfort, which marked 
the event with a ‘big breakfast’ 
fundraiser. 

“They gave me a lot of support

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I was broken, I 
really was. But 



when I first came to 
Cambridge,” explains Lee. 
“They help you sort out 
benefits and accommodation 
- and they give you breakfast. 

I still call in for a coffee 
sometimes, on the way home 
from my night shift; it’s a 
great place. 

“They fill that missing link 
for people who’ve got nobody 
to turn to. Not everyone has a 
family to support them.” 

Originally from Cheshire, 
Lee came south in the late 90s 
to take painting and 
decorating work in Bedford. 
When the job came to an end, 
he came to Cambridge. 

“I walked here one Sunday 
afternoon,” says Lee. “I have 
no idea whatsoever what 
dragged me here, but 
something did. 

“I had some money, a mobile 
phone, the clothes on my back 
and four big bags and I 
walked all the way down the 
A428, which is a long, long 
way, I can tell you... 

“That was 12 years ago, and 
I’ve been here ever since.” 

Lee admits his gambling 
and drinking both stepped up 
a gear when he came here: “I 
was doing nothing, just 
bumming around and living 
off benefits. I’d go into the 
bookies because I was bored.” 

But Lee says he didn’t feel he 
could go back home to 
Cheshire. “My mum died 
when I’d just turned 21,” he 
explains. “She had a brain 
haemorrhage and I was the 
one who found her. 

“She was normally up and 
about by 6.30am, so I went 
into her room to say ‘Get up 
for work, you’ - and there she 
was, blood coming out of her 
nose and mouth. She died the 
next day in hospital. 

“I never cried at her funeral, 

I was in total shock. I’ve cried 
a lot since, though. Mum was 
the one who held everything 
together; when she died, we 
all fell to bits, especially my 
dad. I don’t really see him 
now.” 

But with the support of 
Wintercomfort, Lee got his life 
back on track: he found work, 
met his ex-partner, they set up 
home and had Olivia. 


“I was like two different 
people back then. When I was 
out I was happy and laughing 
and joking, but when I was at 
home I was like ‘Do we have 
to do this?’; I didn’t knowhow 
to handle the responsibilty of 
having a family to feed. 

“You have to learn to deal 
with everyday problems 
without letting it stress you 
out: when you get stressed, 
that’s when you think ‘I need 
a pint’ or ‘I’ll have a bet’.” 

Lee’s weakness was, he 
admits, roulette machines: 
“They can take £100 in 20 
seconds. And once you’ve lost 
that hundred quid, you want - 
you need - to win it back. So 
you bet more... you go past the 
point of no return.” 

Miserable about having no 
money, Lee says he’d then 
drown his sorrows in the pub. 
“My ex said she’d support me 
while I sorted myself out and 
she did support me, quite 
literally, for a long time. But in 
the end we called it a day. 

“Then one day I had a drink, 
went round there, we started 
arguing... one thing led to 
another and I ended up being 
done by the police - for being 
a plonker, basically. I was just 
an idiot.” 

The result was a restraining 
order, which meant Lee didn’t 
see Olivia for four months; 
she had just turned 4 at the 
time. “I was desperate, I really 
was. The first time I saw her 
again, after it was all sorted 
out, was outside the police 
station: she just came running 
towards me and gave me a big 
hug.” 

After the separation, out of 
work and with nowhere to go, 
Lee had spent weeks sofa 
surfing before finally pitching 
his tent on farmland in 
Fulbourn, hidden in trees. 

“Even then, I kept myself 
clean and tidy: I managed to 
get a shower every day, get 
clean clothes. When I first 
went to the street outreach 
team, to ask for help, they 
didn’t believe I was homeless 
-1 had to show them photos 
of the tent. 

“That’s the thing about 
homelessness: it can happen 
to anyone. You can walk past 


someone on the street and not 
know they’re homeless. I’ve 
met people sleeping rough 
who’ve had the big houses, 
the big cars, the big jobs - but, 
for one reason or another, 
they’ve lost it all.” 

Lee ended up getting a place 
at 222, Victoria Road, the 
shelter known in Cambridge 
as ‘the 2s’. “I’d injured my arm 
scaffolding, which is why I 
had to give that up. It was 
while I was at the 2s that I got 
a job as a relief worker at the 
YMCA - and I absolutely loved 
it.” 

Lee says a determination to 
give his daughter both a 
happy childhood and a bright 
future helped him kick his 
gambling habit. “I did try 
Gamblers Anonymous, but it 
wasn’t really for me. In the 
end, it came down to 
willpower. And there couldn’t 
have been a better incentive 
than my daughter.” 

“All I want now are the 
normal things,” adds Lee. 
“When you’ve had them - and 
then they’ve been taken away 
- it’s just horrible. At the 
moment, what I really want is 
a holiday: I’ve not been on 
holiday for seven years. I want 
to go to New York and take 
Olivia to FAO Schwarz, the big 
toyshop.” 

Looking back, Lee must feel 
proud of how far he’s come? 
“Yeah, I do feel proud. I’ve 
come from nothing, from 
having nothing, to having 
almost everything I could 
want. 

“I was broken, I really was. 
But you have to get up again 
and get on... it took me a long 
time, but I did it. Which is 
proof that change is possible - 
if you try.” 

• Based at Overstream House 
in Victoria Avenue, 
Wintercomfort provides 
support for homeless and 
vulnerably housed people in 
Cambridge.

YOU’D think it was all a game, 
trying to get into Oxbridge. 

A question of lofty thoughts, 
top grades on paper and an 
innate sense of, well, that 
indefinable 'something' only 
successful Oxbridge applicants 
seem to have. 

In Alan Bennett's The History 
Boys it's a case of distilling that 
'something', channelling it into 
a group of eight students at 
Cutler's Grammar School and 
getting them into education's 
upper echelons. 

Set in Sheffield in the 1980s, 
the boys are under the guidance 
of three teachers, as they 
prepare for their entrance exam, 
and they all have very different 
views on learning. 

Hector - charming and 
gregarious - approves of 
learning for learning's sake and 
a life outside of exams, while 
new teacher Irwin - straight- 
laced and to the letter - is 
more interested in getting the 
students through the necessary 
hoops. Things go awry when 
Hector is caught fondling one of 
his pupils though . . . 

The show won the Laurence 
Olivier Award for Best New Play 
in 2005, and the Tony Award 
for Best Play in 2006; now the 
Cambridge University Amateur 
Dramatic Club (CUADC) are 
taking it on at the ADC, hoping 
to use their perspective from 
the other side of the application 
process to inform whether or 
not playing the game was worth 
it.

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS 

certificate 12A, 2h14m 

TOM Hanks charts a steady 
course towards a deserved 
sixth Oscar nomination for his 
tour-de-force portrayal of an 
unlikely hero in this nerve- 
racking thriller. 

Based on the book A 
Captain's Duty by Richard 
Phillips and Stephan Talty, 
this expertly crafted picture 
dramatises the true story of 
an American seaman whose 
cargo ship was hijacked by 
Somali pirates in 2009. 

Working from a lean script, 
director Paul Greengrass 
demonstrates once again 
why he is one of the finest 
directors of nail-biting 
action. If you thought the 
Surrey-born filmmaker had 
peaked with the adrenaline¬ 
pumping thrills of The 
Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, think 
again. From the moment 
the Somalia pirates first 
appear on the radar, Captain 
Phillips leaves us feeling 
seasick with tension until the 
extraordinary final scene that 
releases all of that pent-up 
emotion in a torrent of tears. 

Captain Phillips (Hanks) 
kisses his wife Andrea 
(Catherine Keener) goodbye 


and takes charge of his cargo 
vessel, the Maersk Alabama, 
bound for Mombasa, Kenya. 
On board he is aided by a 
hard-working international 
crew including Chief Mate 
Shane Murphy (Michael 
Chernus) and Chief 
Engineer Mike Perry (David 
Warshofsky). 

When pirates are spotted 
off the stern, Phillips 
telephones the authorities 
who at first dismiss the 
threat. There then follows a 
tense game of cat and mouse 
which culminates in the 
pirates boarding the vessel 
by hooking their makeshift 
ladder over the side of the 
boat. 

Phillips conceals the crew 
below deck in the engine 
room while he takes charge 
of the situation. Faced with 


threats from Muse and his 
hot-headed compatriot Bilal 
(Barkhad Abdirahman), the 
captain puts himself in harm's 
way to ensure the safety of 
every man on board. 

When the stand-off spirals 
out of control, the destroyer 
USS Bainbridge, captained 
by Frank Castellano (Yul 
Vazquez), races to the scene. 
But Phillips realises the grav¬ 
ity of his predicament and the 
potentially tragic outcome. 

Captain Phillips is one of 
the year's best films, blessed 
with a terrific ensemble 
cast who rise magnificently 
to the physical challenges. 
Hanks is flawless - we can 
see his mind whirring as he 
engineers distractions to keep 
the crew safe - and final gut- 
wrenching scenes wring him, 
and us, emotionally dry.

Where's the 
wildlife? 


ANYONE who's been gardening for some years 
may well have noticed that, as time moves on, the 
wildlife which once frequented British gardens is 
becoming a rarer sight. 

In May, the State of Nature report compiled by 
25 wildlife organisations found that, for a range 
of reasons like loss of habitat, 

60% of the 3,148 UK animal 
and plant species assessed have 
declined in the past 50 years. 

Hedgehog numbers have also 
reduced by a third since the 
millennium, and tortoiseshell 
butterflies, once common in 
gardens, have declined by 
77%. 

"What's most alarming is 
that many of the 'common' 
garden species - hedgehogs, 
house sparrows, starlings and 
common frogs, for example 
- are becoming much less common,” says Helen 
Bostock, Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
horticultural advisor. 

"Historically these species have done well in our 
gardens and so their decline is something we really 
need to sit up and take notice of. This is where 
gardeners can make a difference and help to halt 
the declines we're seeing by making their gardens 
more wildlife friendly. This should be a wake-up 


call to all of us.” 

With this in mind, the RHS and The Wildlife 
Trusts are spearheading a new initiative called 
Wild About Gardens Week. The event, backed 
by celebrity gardeners Diarmuid Gavin, Matthew 
Wilson and Sarah Raven, runs from October 25-31 
and is urging the public, plus 
the RHS's 3,300 community 
gardening groups, 17,250 
schools and 145 partner 
gardens, to hold wildlife 
gardening events during the 
week. A microsite (www.rhs. 
org.uk/wildaboutgardensweek) 
has been set up for groups and 
individuals to log events. 

Chris Baines, vice president of 
The Wildlife Trusts, says: "The 
nation's gardens are hugely 
important for wildlife and as a 
habitat network they are second 

to none. 

"Inner-city balconies and courtyards, the 
suburbs' hedgerows and lawns and the orchards 
and allotments of market towns and villages all 
have the potential to be incredibly rich habitats for 
wildlife. 

"There are many simple ways in which we can 
make our gardens naturally richer. Nest boxes, 
birdfeeders, log piles, nectar plants, fruiting

shrubs, wall climbers and ponds all improve the life 
chances for many garden creatures and, as each 
of us improves our garden habitat for wildlife, the 
plants and animals that we attract will bring more 
pleasure in return. It's a win-win situation." 

Throughout Wild About Gardens Week, talks 
and events will be held at the four RHS Gardens 
and Wildlife Trusts visitor centres. There will also 
be wildflower seed giveaways by the trust and the 
public will be asked to 'Do One Thing' - whether 
to create a pond, build a hedgehog house or simply 
put out some bird seed. 

Here are a few suggestions from the celebrities 
backing the scheme: 

• "This week gives you the perfect excuse to be a 
bit lazy and let the grass grow long - research has 
shown that the lawn contains more native species 
than any other garden feature,” - Diarmuid Gavin 

• "Nature isn't particularly tidy - the countryside 


is full of piles of leaves, rotting wood, dying plants, 
nooks and crannies. Taking a more relaxed and less 
tidy approach to our own gardens benefits wildlife 
by providing similar habitats and food sources. In 
turn this keeps the garden more balanced and a lot 
more healthy," - Matthew Wilson 

• "Make a point of planting a pot of cosmos next 
year. They flower for many months and are stacked 
full of nectar at just the time our pollinators appear 
to be going short,” - Sarah Raven 

• "Get hold of a cheap sponge and soak it in a 
bucket of sugary water (dilute at about one part 
sugar to four parts water). Pop it out in the garden 
for butterflies to munch on - they love it!" David 
Domoney. 

The Wildlife Trusts and the RHS will be offering 
free advice and resources via the website www. 
wildaboutgardens.org.uk and via the RHS Advisory 
Service.

Newmarket hopefuls 
hint at bright future 


AL Thakhira and Kingston Hill led the 
charge of Newmarket hopefuls stak¬ 
ing their credentials when winning at 
the Dubai Future Champions Day last 
Saturday. 

The meeting is often used for 
pointers for the future and a direc¬ 
tion of ante-post markets, particu¬ 
larly in the case of the Middle Park 
Stakes and the Dewhurst Stakes. 

But it is possible that the big¬ 
gest hints for next year’s Classic 
generation came in the Group Two 
vision.ae Rockfel Stakes and the 
Group Three Autumn Stakes. 

Astaire’s determined nature to 
hold on for victory in the vision.ae 
Middle Park Stakes was impressive, 
but the race has not had the best of 
records - six of the previous seven 
winners never won another race. 

However, the way that Neil Callan 
got his mount to hold off stable- 
mate Hot Streak for an all-the-way 
win suggested that Astaire could 
buck that trend. 

The Dubai Dewhurst Stakes, how¬ 
ever, has proven the perfect breed¬ 
ing ground for QIPCO 2000 Guineas 
winners, with Dawn Approach and 
Frankel taking this route in recent 
seasons. 

Whether Saturday’s winner 
War Command will reach those 
standards is up for debate - while 
his triumph showed class and 
determination, it did not have the 
eye-catching nature of some of his 
predecessors. 

But one horse that did make you 
take notice was Newmarket trainer 
Marco Botti’s A1 Thakhira. 


Just The Judge won last year’s 
Rockfel Stakes, and she has gone 
on to win the Irish 1000 Guineas in 
2013, and everything that A1 Thakh¬ 
ira produced in her three-and-a- 
quarter length victory suggested 
she will be at the top of the pecking 
order in her Classic campaign. 

Although only a small filly, she 
adapted to the ground perfectly 
and looked a class apart with a re¬ 
ally striking performance. 

“She won her maiden at Yar¬ 
mouth and we thought a lot of her, 
but coming into this race, stepping 
up to a stiff seven furlongs on the 
soft ground, I was little bit con¬ 
cerned whether she would get the 
trip,” said Both. “But, Martin (Har¬ 
ley, the jockey) said the horse trav¬ 
elled well and when he asked her, 
she picked up straight away. 

“Mentally, she is very laid back 
and she’s a straightforward filly. And 
physically she doesn’t seem to grow 
a lot and she is probably set so that 
will be a question next year, whether 


she will get further and train on. 

“Coming into this race, we were 
just questioning maybe seven fur¬ 
longs at this stage might be too 
much, but she galloped hard and 
finished the race really well which 
suggests an extra furlong next year 
is possible.” 

He added: “The owner is keen to 
go to the Breeders’ Cup. 

“We will see how she comes out 
of the race and we won’t rule it out, 
but it could be premature.” 

Trading Leather took the 2012 
Autumn Stakes before going on to 
win the Irish Derby and everything 
points to Kingston Hill being able to 
replicate a Classic feat in 2014. 

He came from last place to land 
the Group Three in good style, beat¬ 
ing Oklahoma City by two lengths. 

“You are never sure if they can 
make the jump from a maiden into 
a Group race, but the market had 
solid form,” said Newmarket trainer 
Roger Vari an. 

“He won very impressively and 


the ground was softer at Newbury 
than it was here. A good many hors¬ 
es will be better on better ground 
but this was highly promising. 

“For a horse who has only had 
one run, he showed his mettle. 

“He has always looked a nice 
horse at home. He’s not flashy, he’s 
what you’d call hardy. 

“He has a very laid-back approach 
at home and while we think he will 
be competing at a mile, equally he 
might be better over further. 

“We will have a look at options, 
but the likelihood is he will be put 
away for the winter now.” 

The shock on the card was the 
win of Mark Johnston’s Scatter Dice 
in the Betfred Cesarewitch. 

The 66-1 shot strode clear to win 
the handicap by two lengths. 

About the meeting, Amy Starkey, 
the regional director for the east re¬ 
gion of the Jockey Club, said: “The 
crowd of 9,053 is up by 275 people 
on the same day last year. 

“Everyone here has seen 


tremendous racing of the highest 
class. 

“Last year, Dubai Future 
Champions Day showcased three 
subsequent Classic winners. 

“I would not be at all surprised 
if this afternoon’s racing produced 
horses that will go on to be victori¬ 
ous in the 2014 Classics. 

“I am already looking forward to 
next year’s Dubai Future Champi¬ 
ons Day, which will be staged the 
day before QIPCO British Champi¬ 
ons Day. 

“The two days are guaranteed 
to provide a brilliant climax to the 
2014 season.”
